— This Month is ſubject to violen 
Winds, froſty Nights, and great Rains, tak 
ing their Courſe by Turns, to the great Hy 
of our Gardens and Plantations: It is note 
nough to guard againſt the pinching Froſt 
or ſhelter many tender Plants from the col 
Rains which fall at this Seaſon ; but we mul 
alſo be diligent to ſecure our Fruit Trees, an 
ſuch Forriſt-Jrees as have been lately planted 
with ſtrong Stakes, left they are blown dow! 
or ſhaken by the boiſterous Winds now com 
ing from the Weſt; tor nothing, in my 0) 
nion, contributes to deſtroy the Welfare of 
young Tree more, than to leave it unguarde 
and expoſed to the Mercy of the Winds; tit 
young Fibres lately formed are broken, at 
every Part thro' which the Sap ſhould Ihr 
its Paſſage to the Head, is bruiſed and wout 
ded, fo that for Want of free Paſſage for ti 
Sap, the Top is not half ſupplied, and it 
Whole languiſhes. 
Now make Hot-Beds for H aragus, . 
have ſome in December; and if we are NC 
provide

provided with Roots in our own Nurſery, we 
may take them from ſome old Plantation 
which is worn out. Set the Roots cloſs to- 
gether, without trimming, taking Care that 
they do not come within two Inches of the 
Dung, and that the Buds are covered at lcaſt 
four Inches thick with Earth. 

"Tis now a very good Time to lay down 
Branches of the Vine, eſpecially ſuch as we 
would have Fruit upon the following Year, to- 
to be ſet growing in Pots upon a Table at great 
Entertainments. The Branches for this Pur- 
poſe muſt be Shoots of the ſame Year, and ſo 
drawn through the Hole ar the Bottom of a 
Garden Por, that when it is filled wich Earth, 
there may be a reaſonable Number of Eyes 
or Buds above Ground: A ſtrong Branch per- 
haps may leave eight or nine Bunches of 


Grapes; and as the Bunch is ſmaller, in Pra-

Take of Bees Wax, Roſin and Tar, of each 
2 Pound, of Tallow half a Pound, melt and 
mix them together; and immediately after 
Amputation, dip a Painting-Bruſh in this 
Mixture, and cover the Wound with it.

whatever 1s nice and curious in our Gardens, 
muſt now be diligently looked after, eſpecially 
thoſe Plants which are in Hot-beds, by tak- 
ing proper Means to defend them from the 
cold Air. | 

Some plant Strawberries upon a moderate 
Hot-bed, to make them bear Fruit betimes, 
but keep them not too tender; alſo plant Mint 
that it may not be wanting for Sallads in this 
Seaſon: Mind to make new Beds frequently 
of eAſparagus as you have uſe for it. 

In open Weather continue to trench Ground, 
laying it in Ridges till you uſe it. 

Now alſo is a proper Time to compoſe Earth 
by mixing ſeveral Soils together of different 
Qualities. 5 

Uncover the Roots of Trees that are too 
luxuriant; cutting off ſome of their large Roots, 
as well to curb their too great Vigour, as to 
prevent their too early bloſſoming, 

If the Weather be open, tranſplant all Sorts 
of, Timber-Trees, having firſt prepared the 
Plices for them. 

In planting of Trees, have due Regard to | 
the Manner of the Roots, that thoſe which |! 
naturally ſpread near the Surface be not plan- | 
ted too deep, but as near as may be, imitate 
Nature in this and all other Garden Work.

This Month hath been commonly reckon- 
ed the wetteſt in the whole Year: And it 
has been obſerved, we rarely have any laſting 
Froſts begin at this Seaſon 3 but have taken 
Notice, that when Jauuar) has given us a good 
Share of Froſt and Snow, the Weather 1n this 
Month is commonly warm, pleaſant and 
Delightful, and if that happen, it is an admi- 
rable Time fo? Planting of Trees, either for 
Fruit Timber, or Ornament, if thoſe Works 
were not compleated in the Autumn. | 

Eiz-Layers ſhould now be gathered from 
the Roots of large Trees, and planted in a 
Nurſery, and young Plantations provided of 
all ſorts of Forreſt-Trees and Shrubs, which are 
Propagated from Slips or Layers. - 

Set eAcorns of the Oak, Cheſnuts and Mal- 
wits, and Jex, and Sow Bay Berries, all which 
come up the firft Year, 

Sow the Maſt of Abb, Beech, and ſuch 
other Timber-Trees as has been prepared a 
Year in Sand, for elſe they will be Two Years 
in che Ground; as alſo the Berries of the 
Hawthorn, Tew, Holly, Ce. 

What Ihere mention concerning the prepar- 
ing of Seeds in Send, is the common PreQice: 
But I am informed by a good Author, that 

a certam Man towed Helly and Jeu Berries, 
which were two Years old, and had not been 
prepared that way, which came up the firſt Year

without Difficulty: And he adds, that he gather- 
red eAſh-Kgys in the Spring, and ſowed them 
immediately, and they came up in like Man- 
ner; but this is nothing extraordinary, ſeeing 
that the 4ſþ will frequently hold its Keys two 
Years without letting them drop, and at that 
Age they are prepared of themſelves to grow 
without any Artifice. 4 

Others ſay, That Holly Berries being ga- 
thered and laid in a Heap in the Houſe, with- 
out ſtirring them till the Spring, then thoſe 
which lie in the middle of the Heap, will not 
only be void of the Pulp or fleſhy Part, bur 
begin to ſprout, and then being immediately 
ſown, will come up the ſame Seaſon. This may 
happen perhaps from the Ferment which the 
Berries would raiſe when they began to ſwear. 

Prune and nail your Wall-Trees, eſpecially 
Apricacks, and all other Stone. Fruit. 

Sow Skirrets ia light Ground, where they 
may have ſome Moiſture. It is held by ſome, that 
when the Roots areabout two Inches long, they

ipringing out of one another, as you ſee the 
Fourth from the Third (and as all the reſt!

When I Tranſplant from this Nurſery. 
Bed ( into the prepared Holes or Ridges, and 
open Melonire ) I commonly place two Roots 
together, unleſs I meet with an extraordinary 
good Plant, and then ſpare both the Branche 
which {ſpring from each Side, "twixt the Ear 
and Haft; as before is ſhewed: But when] 
plant to root near each other (as T do when 
they are not very fair ones) I totally rejedt 
both Branches, which ſhoot from the two op- 
polite Ears, to avoid that Confuſion of thoſe 
ſupernumeraries which injure the principal 
Stem and Foot it ſelf. | 
Never ſuffer the Root, or Stalks of you: 
Melon Plants to touch the Dung, nor ſhoul 
you water them immoderately, but when 
the Earth is very dry, and the Seaſon excel. 
ſively hor, refreſh, and give the Roots Drink, 
without deferring it till the Shoots complain, 
when it may come too late, I water them i 
theſe periſhing Seaſons, Two or Three Times 
every Weck: + And in the Evenings when tit 
Sun is ſett ing, and then cover them with Mi 
traſſes, from Eleven till Two a Clock; andi 
the Afternoon during the Sun's exceſſive Vi 
lence, which exhauſts and conſumes the Hum. 
dity, neceſſary to both Roots and Branca 
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I cover my Meloniere when it Rains, left too 
much Moiſture prejudge the Fruit, all which 
requires a great deal of Care, and-no ſmall 
Pains though this regular Proceeding is to me 
1 real Pleaſure. 

When the Foot of your Melon Plant grows 
over Luxurious in Branches, cut away the 
Feebleſt of them, leaving not above Three or 
Four of the molt vigorous, and whoſe Knots 
grow neareſt to one another: And when the 
Melons are knit, ſuffer not above Two upon 
each Foot, choofing ſuch as are beſt placed, and 


neareſt to the main and principal Stem, which 


ſhould be thick, ſnug, and not too far above 
the Ground; of theſe are knit, and beginning 
to form, make choice of the hand ſomeſt, that 
are well truſſed, with a thick ſhort Tail, Me. 
lus with long ſtarts, flender and narrow 
Leaves, never prove worth any thing. 


When you begin to cover with Bells, raiſe 


them ſo upon little Forks, as they neither reſt 
upon the Fruit or Branches, or quite exclude 
the Air; but ſo as to keep the Edges from 
bruiſing, and preſſing the tender Stalk and in- 
tercepting the current Sap. | 
It now and then happens, That there riſes 
a ſecond Branch from between the Ears and 
two firſt Leaves (though I mention'd indeed 
but one) but this is very ſeldom; and you 
are (till to count them but for one Joint or 
Knot, though there will thence proceed a Se- 
cond, Third, Fourth, 00 perhaps Twenty

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or Thirty more and futher remote, if you let 
them alone, and be not vigilant to reſtrain and 
ſtop his Exuberance in due Time. ?*Tis true, 
they will preſent you with Fruit at the Extre.

ous Gardner therefore ſhould viſit his Melo. 
niere from Time to Time, and be cutting off 
all mutilated, ſtarted and vitious Branches 
which annoy the Plants; for theſe Impertinents 
will grow even to the view of ones Eye, and 
quite Impoveriſh the Fruit, if not timely pre- 
ventcd. | 

'Thus you ſee T am careful to purge the Stem 
of all the ſmall, ſtraggling, and unprofitable 
Branches, from which there is no ExpeQation 
of good Fruit; whillt obſerving thoſe that have 
well knit Melons on them at the Ends of the 
Branches, I conſtantly take away the reſt of that 
Branch on this ſide the Fruit, which devaricat 
ing into other uſeleſs Wanderings, would rob, 


ed from the Root; nevertheleſs with this Cau 
tion that in Pruning, I ſpare ſome leſs noxious 
Branches to ſhade the Fruit, that it be not left 
quite naked, aud expoſed to nen, 

g eat 
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and deprive the Fruic of the Nutriment deriv- 
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Heat as would hinder its Growth and Ma- 
turity, which within Forty Days from its 
Nativity, and Knitting into Fruit, arrives to 
full Perfect ion.

Is to this therefore you muſt determine and 
1 0 <ulate your Refreſhments with great Cir- 
cumſpect ion, and judge by the Nouriſhments 
which you conceive neceſſary to produce and 
maintain the Foot with its Branch and 
Leaf deriving from it, without which no

When you would gather a ripe Melon, you 
vill have Notice by its turning little yellow; 
from that Time within a Day ( as the Wea- 
ther proves) it does ordinarly ripen, and be- 
bin to caſt a grateful Sceat, this? yellowneſs 
appearing in ſome Part of it or other, and not 
ſeldom with ſome Rifts or little Chaſms about 
the Stalk, Cc. are molt infallible Indication; 
f of its being left rather too long, than too haſti- 
ly gathered: The Gard'ner mult therefore 
not fail of viſiting the Meloniere at thy; leaſt

He will 
ſometime find Melons Ripen too faſt, but they 
are ſeldom or never good, as proceeding ra.

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If the Weather be dry and windy, ſtake up 
all new planted Trees, if that Work was ne- 
glect ed in the preceeding Month, watering 
them well once in ten Days, and fence your 
ſpired Seedling Oxious from the Winds, for 
they are eaſily broken. | 

It is now that our Gardens begin tobe over- 
run with Szazls and Slugs to the great deſtru- 
ation of our young knit Wall- Fruit and the 
Greens of the Kztchen-Garden, Many ways 
have been preſcribed to remedy this Evil, as 
to lay Tobacco-Dul?, Soot, Sam- Duſt or Barley- 
Cha round about the Stems of Plants, which 
indeed will keep them off for a little Time, 
but the firſt Rain that falls, gives them full 
Liberty to paſs over theſe Fortifications, nei- 
ther are we more ſucceſsful in putting Tar 
upon the Stems of Trees, for a, few warm 
Days drys it up: But the moſt ingenious 
Contrivance to keep off theſe deſtrutive Ver- 
min that 1 have ever met with, I learn from 
a curious Gentleman of Hartjordfhire, which 
is ſo cheap and Eaſy, and fo much to the Pur- 
poſe, that I believe few lovers of Gardens will 
de without it. 

He directs to wrap about the Stem of a 
Tree, two or three Rounds; of Line or Rope 
made of Hor/e-Hair, ſuch as are commonly 
uſed to hang Clothes upon; theſe are fo full of 
Stubs and ſtraggling Points of the Hair, that 
neither a Sail or Slug can paſs over them, 
without wounding themſelves to Death; fo

to ſecure, from the {everities of the Seaſon, all 
Plants which are in danger of being injured 
by the Froſts and high Winds. 

Take up thoſe Collie- Flower Plants which be- 
gin to flower, tye their Leaves together, and 
bury their Roots and Stalks in Sand, in a Cel- 
lar or ſome cold Place, the Flowers will increaſe 
in Bigneſs, and remain good for ſome Months 

Allo cut eArtichokes with long Stalls, and 
preſerve them in the Houſe, ſett ing their Stalks 
in Sand, 

'Tis now the Seaſon to lay up Roots for 
Winter Store, ſuch as Carrots, and Parſneips ; 
and ſome Gardeners alſo think it beſt to take 
the Roots of Turzeips out of the Ground, and 
lay them in Sand: But, I rather chooſe to leave 
the Turn-ips in the Ground, until we are ready 
to uſe them; and for the other two Kinds, I 
preſcribe the following Method: Make choiſe 
of a dry part in your Garden, and there dig 
a Trench about eight or ten Inches deep, into 
which (without Mixture of Earth or Sand) 
lay your Roots cloſe together, firſt cutting 
off their green Tops and growing Buds, and 
then cover them about ſix Inches thick with 
Wheat Straw ridgewiſe.

Plants and Ever-greens ; they love a light ſan. 
dy Soil, and are both raiſed [th Slips planted 
in eApri/; quickly taking Root if they are 
Snovts of the laſt Year, but will not grow if 
they areclder : They are apt to ſuffer by the 
Froſt, eſpecially if they have too much Wet, 
and therefore ſhould be planted chiefly in the 
drieſt Parts of the Garden, where they may be 
the molt expoy'a to the Sun.

ven or eight Years : And beſide them the Ma- 
flick Thyme, and the Marum Syriacum or Cat 
Thyme, are cultivated in many Gardens, for 
the fake of their. refreſhing Odour; but the 
latter, if it is in ſmall Quantities, muſt be care 
fully defended from the Cats, who love to eat 
it, and are intoxicated with it; but I obſerve, 
where it is in abundance the Cats never diſ- 
turb it. Theſe two laſt Kinds ſhould be plant- 
ted in the warmeſt parts of the Garden, the 
others will grow any where. ? 

Sage has many Varieties, but we propagate 
only three ſorts of it, vis. The Red Sage, the 
Tea Sage, or Sage of Virtue, and the Wormwood 
Sage; theſe Kinds are railed from Slips taken 
from the Roots about the beginning of April, 
and planted a Foot apart in light Earth. The 
Sage of Virtue ſhould be cut for drying, when 
It is full of young Shoots, . for thoſe only are 
fit to make Tea of ; they ſhould be gathered in 
# dry Day about Noon, and laid to dry in 
the Shade to be preſetv'd for Uſe. I have been 
often told, that the M/ormwood Sage is prefer- 
able to the former, affording a pleaſanter Li- 
quor, and more grateful to the Stomach,

of Peſtilence this Plant has been much in re 
queſt, believing, it prevents InfeRion. 

Mint, or Menth, and Baum, ſhould neither 
of them be wanting in a Kztchin Garden; they 
are propagared by parting their Roots any time 
in the Spring, and will grow any where. Mint 
indeed is more generally cultivated than the o. 
ther, as it 15 of it ſelf a pleaſant Sallad, and good 
in Soops and ſome Sauces, beſides its extraor- 
dinary Uſe in Stilling: When it is about a 14 
Foot high, it ſhould be cut to dry in Bunches 
for Winter Uſe, obſerving this as a general IN Þ 
Rule, to cut every Herb deſign'd for drying 1n 
a dry Day, and then todry them 1n the Shade. 

Some Gardeners think it worth their while 
to plant ſome large Roots of Mint in the Cor- 
ners of their hot Beds about November, that 
they may haveyoung Shoots of it to mix among 
their Winter Sallads, 

Tanſie is increas'd by parting the Roots in 
the Spring, and is a Plant fo valuable, that it, 
mult not be wanting ; ſome of it ſhould always 
be kept dry in the Winter, eſpecially for the 
uſe of thoſe who are afflicted with the Gout in

. I which paſſing through their Bodies germinate 
4 © and come up very quickly. 
Penny royal and Cammomile are uſeful Herbs, 
a Fand very well deferve Place in the Garden; 
s hey delight in moiſt ſhady Places, and proſ- 
per beſt in a Riff Soil; they are both propaga- 
ted from Slips planted in March or April, 

We have two Kinds of Marjoram common. 
ly propagated in Gardens; one fort called the 
Munter Sweet Marjoram, which will reſiſt our 
Froſts, and remain good two or three Years 
o without renewing, and the other is ſown 

annually upon the hot Bed in March,not being 
able to defend it ſelf from the Violence of our 
Maters: The firſt Kind is increas'd by plant- 
ing the Slips about March or April! in moiſt 
Places, but has not that agreeable Scent which 
„Juve find in the other; therefore ſome of the 
„ laſt fort ſhould be dry'd every Year when it is 
grown pretty large. 

Carduus is rais'd from Seeds ſown either the 
mig- 
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middle of August, or in March; but I commend 
the Autumn Plants before thoſe rais'd in the 
Spring, as they are much larger, and more vi- 
gorous than the others, and beſides have x 
much better Seaſon to dry in, 

eAngelica is rais'd from Seeds ſown in March 
in a moſt rich Ground; it is a Plant that laſts 
good for ſeveral Years without renewing, and 
is of great Uſe. 

Dragons ovght alſo to be found in our Gar. 
den, as well for the Beauty of the Flowers, 
as the uſe made of the whole Plant in many Ca. 
ſes; it is multiply*d by tranſplanting the Suc- 
kers taken from about the Root in March: This 
Plant loves a freſh natural Soil and Sbade. 

Fennel and Dill are both propagated alike 
from Seeds ſown in the Spring; they are uſcfu 
Herbs, and ſhould not be wanting in a Gardes, 
the firſt having its tender Stalks blanched lik 
Sellery makes a very good Sallad. 

Parſlyand Clary are alſo very uſeful Furniture 
of a Kitchen Garden, both cultivated with grea 
Facility, and raiſed ffom Seeds ſown in Marci 
and renewed every Year. 

Theſe being all the Plants that are required tt 
grow in a Kitchen Garden, it's adviſed that thy 
be planted in ſome place near the Houſe, for i 
conveniency of gathering them with little trou 
ble when they are wanted. 
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
